man. 
It is said to be the largest 
artificial p lantation of forest trees 
in N orth America, and is owned 
by 
the Southern 
Pacific. 
T he 
different 
sections 
have 
been 
p lanted, resp ectively, two, 
four 
and six years, one fourth being 
p lanted with 
the ailanthus, the 
rest with cataip a. together with a 
few white ash. 
Those first p lanted 
arc about 25 feet in height, the 
last uiaxit 12, and 
some of the 
taller are seven 
inches through 
the stem. 
There are iu all about 
3,000,000 trees in full vigor on the 
p lantation; all were Dianted four 
feet ap art each way to shade the 
ground, though eight feet is the 
ultimate intention, this p lan al­ 
lowing three-fourths of the trees ; 
to be cut out when they are fit for j 
fence p osts. 
W hen rather large* 
it is exp ected the trees will make j 
excellent ¡railway ties in 
great 
num bers—th at is, after a thinning j 
out p rocess there will be some 9 00,-j 
000 trees to com© to m aturity, j 
The area of this vast railway-tie 
nursery is to be still further in- 
c ceased.

S c ie n c e o f C a rvin g . 
Harper’s Bazar. 
An expert carver CAn divide poultry 
w ithout removing the fork from the 
breast bone or turning the bird on 
the dish, but a beginner will do well 
to have a sm all fork a t hand for the 
purpose of laying out portions aside 
as the carving progresses. T urn the 
bird so tha t the carving fork can be 
held in the left hand and firmly fixed 
in the breast bone, and use a very 
sharp knife with a sm all flexible blade. 
F irst cut of! both drum sticks a t the 
knee joint, and then remove the sec­ 
ond joints. W ith a tender bird this 
is not a difficult m atter; hut both 
strength and skill are needed to cope 
successfully with a tough or undone 
turkey because very strong sinews are 
plentiful abo ut the leg joints. Next 
cut of! the first joints of the wings 
and 
the 
pinions, 
and then the 
joints 
neatest 
the 
body. 
This 
m ethod of cutting of! the first joints 
of the legs and wings before separating 
them from the body saves tha t tro ub­ 
lesome feat of holding tho*e members 
while they are being disjointed. 
Fre­ 
quently thjey slip about the platter 
and spa tte r the dish gravy. 
After the wings are removed cut of! 
the merry thought or wish bone, and 
then the wing side bones which hold 
the breast to the backbone; 
then 
carve the breast in medium thin slices 
and serve the bird, giving gravy and 
stuffing on each plate. 
If the diners 
i re num erous it m ay be necessary to 
cut of! more of the flesh, and even to 
dism ember the carcass. This can be 
done with more or less ease as the carv­ 
er understands the anatom y of the 
bird. If a carver would study the loca­ 
tion of the joints whilecarving.and f ake 
the trouble to cut up several carcasses 
by striking the points where bones 
are joined together, subsequent carv­ 
ing would be easy. The joints of all 
birds are sim ilarly placed, so nearly 
identical in point of junction tha t one 
is a guide to ail others.

MITH DISSATISFACTION. 


N ew York Telegram . — There 
will be a vigorous kick again st the 
new constitution o f the K n igh ts of 
Labor which goes into effect on 
M onday, according to the general 
executive 
board. 
A t least 300 
local assemblies in this neighbor­ 
hood will refuse to be guided by its 
provisions. 
D istrict Assembly 75, 
which voted again st it, will run 
the risk of suspension rather than 
work under it. 
Som e of the K n igh ts opposed to 
it doubted the accuracy of the 
count 
by 
which 
the executive 
board declared it adopted. 
They 
would like to look at the official 
list of locals th at voted for and 
again st it. 
The new adm in istra­ 
tion of D istrict 40 is iii the long 
list of objectors. 
It is said that 
the new constitution was an un­ 
constitutional project, even if the 
count was all right. 
One of the 
features of the new constitution 
that is particularly objectionable is 
the compulsory tax of 2 cents a 
head a month for the co-operative 
fund m anaged by 
the executive 
board. 
I f the locals had 
been 
permitted to vote oil each article 
separately this feature would have 
been rejected by a big majoeity. 
But they were compelled to reject 
or accept the constitution 
as a 
whole. 
There will be 
a general 
refusal o f the assemblies hereabouts 
to recognize the new rule curtailing 
the size o f the general assembly. 
T he old 
rule gave every 
1,000 
K nigh ts a delegate, the new rule 
calls for a delegate to every 3,000. 
The result o f this will be th at many 
assem blies will elect delegates a c ­ 
cording to the old rule and send 
them to M inneapolis in October. 
A lively time over their acceptance 
or rejection by the committee on 
credentials is certain. 


STRINGENT GAME LAWS. 


T h e new gam e laws of M inne­ 
sota and Dakota are very st in gent 
and parties whose love of sport 
calls them to the gam e fields should 
be thoroughly posted. 
Brainerd 
sportsm en will find that the D ako­ 
ta laws prevent their sending home 
any gam e birds that they may be 
fortunate enough to hag, and that 
will lessen the sport, for this city 
has heretofore received 
m any a 
plump wild goose from the terri­ 
tory. 
Follow ing are 
the 
laws 
referred to, the Dakot-. law having 
never been generally published: 


m in n e s o t a . 
It is unlawful to export or carry out of 
the State of Minnesota any of the birds 
or animals hereinafter mentioned. 
It is 
lawful to transport the same within the 
limits of the State of Minnesota at and 
during the time mentioned as to caca 
species and at no other time, viz: Wood­ 
cock from July 4 to Nov. 31, inclusive: 
prairie lien, white-breasted or sharp- 
tailed grouse from Aug. 15 to Sept. 30, 
inclusive; quail, partridge, ruffled grouse 
or pheasant from Sept 
I to Nov. 30, 
inclusive; wild duck, wild goose, brant 
or any aquatic fowl from Sept 16 to Dec. 
31, inclusive; clk, moose, deer during 
the month of November only. 


DAKOTA. 
It is unlawful for any company or 
corporation at any time to take or carry­ 
out of tho Territory of Dakota any of 
the 
birds 
or 
animals 
hereinafter 
mentioned. 
It is lawful to ship to any 
person within the territory any game 
birds mentioned below, not to exceed 
one dozen to any one person, and not to 
exceed twenty-five in ail in any one day 
during the periods hereinaftermentfoned, 
and it is necessary for the person de­ 
siring to ship to furnish to the agent of 
the railroad company a certified copy of 
an affidavit that the birds have not been 
unlawfully killed or purchased, and that 
they arc not shipped for sale, and the 
person to whom they are to be sent, viz: 
Woodcock, prairie chicken, 
pinnated 
grouse, 
sharp-tailed 
grouse, 
ruffled 
grouse from Sept. 2 to Dec. 31, inclusive; 
wild duck, wild goose, brunt, curlew, 
plover, snipe from 8epi. 2 to May 14, in­ 
clusive; buffalo, elk, moose, deer, buck, 
doe or fawn not to be sent out of the 
territory; quail 
killing prohibited for 
two years.

RAISING RAILWAY TIES. 


A notable phase of railway in ­ 
dustry is 
a railway-tie nursery, 
situated near the little town o f 
Burlington, K us., in the southern 
pal t o f the State, say s the L u m b er­ 
man. 
It is said to be the largest 
artificial plantation of forest trees 
j in N orth Am erica, and is owned 
by 
the 
Southern 
Pacific. 
The

sections 
have

I planted, 
respectively, two,

and six years, 
one fourth 
being 
planted with 
the ailanthus, the 
; rest with catalp a, together with a 
: few- white ash. 
Those first planted 
are about 25 feet in height, the 
I last about 12, and 
some o f the 
I taller are seven 
inches through 
the stem. 
There are iii all about 
3,000,OOO trees in full vigor on the 
p la n ta tio n ; all were nlanted four 
feet apart each way to shade the 
ground, though eight feet is the 
ultimate intention, this plan 
al­ 
low ing three-fourths o f the trees 
to be cut out when they are fit for 
fence posts. 
When rather large 
it is expected the trees will make 
excellent (railway ties in 
great 
num bers— that is, after a thinning 
out process there will be some 900,- 
000 trees 
to come to m aturity. 
T he area of this vast railway-tie 
nursery is to be still further in­ 
creased.

By the introduction of the 
tube relief from suffocation is obtain­ 
ed, and the child patient falls a t once 
into an easy, refreshing sleep.

three or four days the handle is pass­ 
ed down the throat and attached by 
a simple mechanism, and the tube 
brought on the new device has been 
applied with remarkable success by 
physicians of the larger cities, and is 
fast corning into general use. 


In Philadelphia there have been for 
months past numerous inexplicable 
cases of lead poisoning. The cause 
has finally been traced to the use of 
lead ehromate by a baker for color­ 
ing buns and cakes. 
Eleven deaths

Im portant Land Ofllre Derision. 
Commissioner Sparks has received a let­ 
ter from a public land entry man in E astern 
Colorado stating; 
“The drout h has already greatly d am ag­ 
ed the crops in th a t section, and il it con­ 
tinues much longer the crops will be a com­ 
plete failure. 
Insects destroyed growing 
vegetables, and there is absolutely no feed 
for stock. 
His neighbors are forced to 
leave t heir holdings to obtain the neces­ 
saries of life, and lie asks if this absence 
will operate to defeat their claim when fin­ 
al proof is offered.” 
The commissioner’s answer is im p o rtan t 
as indicating the policy of the general land 
ofliee with respect to those cases of which 
there are a large number in the northwest. 
The commissioner, after expressing sym ­ 
pathy and promising what relief the office 
can urant, savs: 
Settlers who aro obliged to leave tlieir 
claims on aceount of the drouth should be 
prepared to account for their absence from 
this cause when they made final proof; 
but in such case proof should not be offer­ 
ed until the law has been fully complied 
with after their return to the land. 
Ab­ 
sence on account of climate reasons will 
no t imperil the claims if the Fact is estab ­ 
lished when proof is made, and if proof is 
not attem pted to he made in advance of 
the time when 
the residence, im prove­ 
ments and cultivation required by law 
can be satisfactorily shown.

who invited the president to visit St. Louis 
during the holding of the encam pm ent of 
the G rand Army of the Republic, in Sep­ 
tember, is published to-day: 
Executive Mansion, Washington, July 4.

M ayor and 
C hairm an— Dear Sir: When I received the 
extremely cordial and gratifying invitation 
from the citizens of St. Louie, tendered by 
a number of her representative men, to 
visit th a t city during the national encam p­ 
m ent of the G rand Army of the Republic, 
I had been contemplating for some time 
the acceptance of the inv itation from th a t 
organization to the same effect, oud had 
considered the pleasure which it would af­ 
ford me if it should be possible to meet, 
n o t only members of the G rand Army, but 
the people of St. Louis and other cities 
in the West which occasion would give 
me an opportunity to visit. Thee Auctions 
of my public duties I feel to 1* so uncer­ 
tain, however, th a t when first confronted 
by the delegation, of which you were tho 
head, I expected to do no more a t th a t 
time th a n to promise consideration of the 
double invitation tendered me, and to ex 
press the pleasure it would give me to ac­ 
cept the same thereafter, if possible. But 
the cordiality and sincerity of your pres­ 
entation, reinforced by the heartiness of 
the people who surrounded you, so im­ 
pressed me th a t I could no t resist the feel 
ing which prom pted me to assure you on 
the spo t t h a t I would be with you and the 
Grand Army of the Republic a t tho time 
then designated, if 
nothing

in the meantim e to absolutely prevent 
my leaving Washington.

on the public announcem ent of this con­ 
clusion, expressions em anating from cer­ 
ta in im p o rtan t members of the Grand 
Array ol the Republic and increasing in 
volume and virulence, constrained me to 
review my acceptance of these invitations.

Chinch Itnir# Defeated. 
Joh n I ’. Ilealey of F o un tain township. 
Fillmore county, writes of a novel and ef­ 
fective plan which he has hit upon to drive 
away the chinch bugs, which have so dam. 
aged the crops in th a t section of the stato 
th a t whole fields in m any cases art1 render' 
ed worthless. 
He says: 
My field of green barley wa# threatened 
by these jiests. 
I plowed a deep furrow 
ab o u t this field and backed it. 
Taking 
six-inch fence boards, I set them up on 
tho 
edge 
along 
tho 
bank, 
lapping 
And 
staking 
them 
down. 
Twice 
a day I wet this board with kerosene 
ab o u t two inches from the top, and the re­ 
sult is th a t when the bugs approach they 
a t once turned a b o u t and march away. 
By this means a thirty-three-acre crop of 
barley will bo ready for the sickle instead 
of worthless. 
I treated a sixty-live-acre 
field of corn in a similar mariner, with 
m ost satisfactory results. 
Ol course, this 
method involves tim e and labor, but it is 
fa-r preferable to losing one’s crops. 
H ere­ 
after I expect to use a m ixture of cheap 
kerosene and coal tar. 
Its cost the corn 
stalks alone will doubly offset where feed 
i* as scarce as it is in Southern Minnesota. 
Where corn ha* already been damaged by 
the bugs, by plowing a furrow ago!net th. 
row, throwing tho cfay up well and dress­ 
ing with a hoe, the pests m ay bv so check­ 
ed for a time th a t in a fortnight a growth 
of corn fodder may be had w hich will prove 
as good as hay.

The population of Great Britain is 
at the present moment being added 
t o at the rate of at least 1,000 per­ 
sons a day, or, in the words of the 
Registrar-General, “it receives every 
10 years an accession equal to the 
whole population of London.” 
In 
connection with this enormous growth 
two points deserve to be noted. The 
disproportion of the sexes, in itself a 
serious evil, is slowly hut steadily in­ 
creasing. 
The distribution of 
the 
population is undergoing a sensible 
change. The towns (except 
where 
some special cause is at work) are 
every where growing. The rural popu­ 
lation 
is either 
standing still or 
actually 
diminishing. 
The metro­ 
polis alone receives every week an ad­ 
dition of more than 1,000 persons, 
and the cry is, “Still they come!” In 
the case of London and oi other large 
cities the “natural increment” 
is 
swelled by the crowds who pour into 
them from every part of the world. 
Most of these immigrants are un­ 
skilled 
workpeople 
or bring what 
craft they possess to an enormously 
overstocked market. 
It does not re­ 
quire the harrowing realism of Mr.- 
George Suns or the picturesque pen of 
Mr. 
Walter Besant to prove that 
where, as in the east end oi London, 
.the supply of workers is constantly 
overtaking the supply of work, wages 
will be driven down to starvation 
point. 
When we hear of women work­ 
ing all day and halt of the night in 
order to earn ”d. or 4d. by making a 
pair of trousers and 2d. by making a 
pair of full-sized sheets anti having to 
find the “extras” for themselves 
when we are told that Id. is considered 
a handsome remuneration for filling 
14 1 boxes of lucifer matches—we are 
tempted to ask: 
Is this life? Is it 
the kind of existence into which any 
reasonable being would, if he or she 
were given any choice in the matter, 
desire to tie born? 
Vet therearq myr­ 
iads of our countrymen and country­ 
women whose only prospect of escape 
from such an existence is the work­ 
house or the grave. 
I am not speak­ 
ing now of that 
destitution which 
springs from temporary depression of 
trade or of that which is perhaps in­ 
separable from every state of human 
society, but of that which is directly 
due to the fact that •"»<>,000 persons 
are huddled together in a locality 
where there is not w ork or room for 
half that number.—-The Nineteenth 
Century. 


It loud O ranges. 
Strolling about the neighborhood of 
the Quincy market, writes a Boston 
correspondent of the Iowa State Reg­ 
ister, my attention was attracted by 
the sign, “Blood Oranges, $7.50 a 
Box, 
which decorated t he interior ot 
an importer’s shop-. 
I had always 
supposed that the blood oranges was 
a freak of nature, to be found semi- 
occasionallv like a yellow' fire cracker 
in a sack of t he Golden Dragons brand; 
but this, it seems, was a mistake, for 
the dealer assured me that the ruddy 
fruit was a distinct variety. 
t "R is artificially produced,”he said, 
by grafting an ordinary orange tree 
with the pomegranate, The result is 
an oi ange like any other, so far as 
flavor is concerned, but with red juice 
that is visible through skin. It brines a 
slightly higher price, because it is re­ 
garded as a curiosity. The people of 
Sicily cultivate it mostly. Ye*, there 
are one or two queer kinds of oranges 
I knotv of. The pineapple orange, 
which has something ot t lie pineapple 
flavor, is finding its way into the mar­ 
ket. Then there is the ‘navel’ orange, 
grown extensively in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
It 
is considered particularly 
fine, and sells at corresponding prices. 
The most curious thing about it is 
the astonishingly accurate imitation 
of the human umbilicus which orna­ 
ments the extremity furthest from the 
stem. 
It is from this peculiarity that 
the variety takes its name. These 
navel oranges, by the way, are of the 
feminine gender, and have no seeds at 
atl. 
“I had a few' sweet lemons in stock 
Gre other day,”- added the dealer. 
“They are quite a rarity. People m 
this part of the world have poor taste 
in tropical fruit, any way. They will 
always pay more for a red banana 
than for a yellow one, though the 
former is considered nn inferior fruit 
where both are grown. The lime, too, 
is far moie prized in t ropica! countries 
tb^n the lemon, but. Northerners think 
it is only good for pickling.”

written by great generals, and pri­ 
vates with wonderful recollections, 
come in part or in full from this place. 
If a general ol either army is called 
upon by the Century or some other 
popular periodical to write his recol­ 
lections of the war, he repairs at once 
to this place to gather up his recol­ 
lections. 
It is a sort of magic cell 
which awakens lagging memory and 
corrects popular fallacies. 
General 
Wallace, General Beauregard, bolonel 
Allen, 
General 
Corse, 
Gen­ 
eral Smith and General Sherman ail 
go there to 
put on their think­ 
ing caps; or, when they do not go in 
person, they write for information. 
This great wakener of recollect ions is 
the War Records office. The amount 
of information they have collected is 
almost inconceivable. A great mass 
of the material for the war articles 
that have appeared in the Century, is 
dug out ol the records there.

old war veterans go there and search 
out the old documents before writing 
the history of what they saw.

to sustain the truth or to brand a 
fallacy. Generally both 
men 
find 
that their impressions were not quite 
right. Facts make friends; so they 
soon become cordial. There 
have 
been some remarkable meetings here 
of men who fought hard face to face, 
but never met before. 
All who have 
met this way have become friend*. 
They sit and talk the whole thing ov­ 
er, correct each other's eriors of mem­ 
ory, or are both set right by tin* rec­ 
ord. 
Sherman, 
Sheridan, 
Beaure­ 
gard, Hunt, Wallace, Long and the 
younger Lee« have met there. Sher­ 
man has drawn largely upon these 
records in some of his writings. Gen. 
Grant, while writing his book, was in 
constant communication with Gen. 
M arcus J. Wright, who does the work 
ot collecting the confederate records. 
A large amount of the matter in the 
book was got in this way. 
He also 
furnished information to the office 
and corrected some erroneous state­ 
ments made. Jeff. Davis has drawn 
upon this source for information for 
use in his book. Gen. Wright has in 
his posession a letter book filled with 
nothing but letters from Grant and 
Davis upon the same sudjects. 
Strange to say, Jeff. 
Davis 
was 
among the very first to respond to the 
call of the government for official pa­ 
lters of the confederacy. 
He sent all 
liis papers cheerfully as soon as he re­ 
ceived the request; 
When t he work of 
collecting the records was first begun 
it was thought that they would never 
be able to get enough ot the confeder­ 
ate papers to make the record com­ 
plete; but for nine years now Gen. 
Wright has been wiitingto the surviv­ 
ing confederate officers 
who 
were 
killed, and he has succeeded in collect­ 
ing fully as complete a record of the 
confederate army as is had of the Fe- 
deial. All letters or orders written by 
officials of officers of the army during 
the war collected and compiled and 
printed without editing. 
When the 
work is all done there will have to be 
another history of the war written 
from these records. Many things that 
have been accepted as truths will he 
proven by these records to lie abso­ 
lutely false. They will show that offi­ 
cers on both sides have been over­ 
estimated, and that other officers have 
never got the credit that was due 
them. 
There is a sort of halo of romance 
surrounding all the battles that puts 
history in a false light. Officers in 
writing reports of battles under the 
excitement of the time have often fall­ 
en into the error of exaggerating the 
enemies’ forces. 
One very popular 
error which has been corrected by 
these records is with relation to the 
first battle of Bull Run. 
It has al­ 
ways been believed that the federal 
forces on that occasion greatly out­ 
numbered the confederates. 
It has 
gone into history so. 
In the north 
as well as the south it has been ac­ 
cepted as a fact not to be disputed, 
and the northern people have always 
felt a little shame that their large ar­ 
my should have been defeated by so 
much smaller force of confederates. 
These records bring to light the fact 
that there was not a difference of a 
thousand men between the strength 
of the two armies, and of those act­ 
ually engaged in the battle, the con­ 
federates had within 500 of as many 
men as the federals. 
There are a 
number of other cases where the odds 
of battles have been accepted as very 
heavy, when such are not the case; 
and there are the exposition of plans 
and purposes that throw an entirely 
new light on history. Besides the of­ 
ficial 
records 
that 
will 
all, 
in 
course of time, be bound in many vol­ 
umes, Gen. Wright has in his posses­ 
sion many private letters written to 
him by officers on both sides, which 
will be of great interest some time. 
Another verj' interesting thing is 
the collection of photographs of the 
union and confederate officers. 
The 
walls of the room in which he works 
is covered with these photographs, 
and several large size packing boxes 
are filled with them. 
He has tin: pic­ 
ture of almost any officer on either 
side any one would be likely to want. 
In all, he has about 1,300 of them, 
from generals to colonels, captains, 
lieutenants, and even privates of cer­ 
tain famous corps. One of these lat­ 
ter groups is Buibor’s Battery, C. S. 
artillery. 
Federal and 
Confederate 
officers are hung together indiscrimi­ 
nately in the collection, with here and 
there a minister or priest. All the fa­ 
mous commanding officers, and hun­ 
dreds who won fame within a narrow­ 
er limit, are there. The collection in­ 
cludes a great many pictures not to 
be had elsewhere, and this gallery has 
been drawn upon largely for illustra­ 
tions, as the records have for facts by 
war writers.

Science of Carving. 
H arper’s B azar. 
An expert carver can divide poultry 
without removing the fork from the 
breast bone or turning the bird on 
the dish, but ft beginner will do well 
to have a small fork at hand for the 
purpose of laying out portions aside 
as the carving progresses. Turn tho 
bird so that the carving fork can be 
held in the left hand and firmly fixed 
in the breast bone, and use a very 
sharp knife with a small flexible blade. 
First cut off both drum sticks at the 
knee joint, and then remove the sec­ 
ond joints. With a tender bird this 
is not a difficult matter; but both 
strength and skill are needed to cope 
successfully with a tough or undone 
turkey because very strong sinews are 
plentiful about the leg joints. Next 
cut off the first joints of the wings 
and 
the 
pinions, 
and then the 
joints 
nearest 
the 
body. 
This 
method of cutting off the first joints 
of the legs and wings betoreseparating 
them from the body saves that troub­ 
lesome feat of holding those members 
while they a¥e being disjointed. 
Fre­ 
quently tliicy slip about the platter 
and spatter the dish gravy. 
After the wings are removed cut off 
the merry thought or wish bone, and 
then the wing side bones which hold 
the breast to the backbone; 
then 
carve the breast in medium thin slices 
and serve the bird, giving gravy and 
stuffing on each plate. 
If the diners 
* re numerous it may be necessary to 
cut off more of the flesh, and even to 
dismember the carcass. This can be 
done with more or less ease as the carv­ 
er understands the anatomy of the 
bird. If a carver would study the loca­ 
tion of the joints while carving,and take 
the trouble to cut up several carcasses 
by striking the points where bones 
are joined together, subsequent carv­ 
ing would be easy. The joints of all 
birds are similarly placed, so nearly 
identical in point ot junction that one 
is a guide to ail others.

If you will look back over the thir­ 
ty-five Secretaries of 
the 
Treasury 
which the country has had, you will 
find that the most of them have been 
men of good education, and many 
noted as scholars before their appoint­ 
ment. 
Alexander Hamilton was a 
scholar though he had not received a 
college education. 
He was noted as a 
lawyer and -talesman before his ap­ 
pointment, and his articles published 
in the newspapers form some of the 
best 
literature of 
his time. 
Oliver 
W olcott, the second Secretary of the 
Treasury, was a graduate of Yale. and 
Samuel Dexter wa.- schooled at Har­ 
vard. 
Albert Gallatin, on the election 
of Jefferson, was offered the Secre­ 
taryship of the Treasury, but Dexter 
would not resign, and wanted to con­ 
tinue his administration under Jeffer­ 
son as he had done under Adams. Ac­ 
cording to his theory of Civil Service 
reform the President had not the right 
to change his Cabinet at will, and ho 
did not take Jefferson’s hint that his 
resignation would be acceptable. 
Jef­ 
ferson appointed Gallatin over Dexter’s 
head and he had to step down and out. 
Gallatin was a very accomplished man. 
He was a graduate of the university at 
Geneva, Switzerland, and he 
acted 
a- a tutor in Harvard College when 
he first came to this country. 
At 
the age of thirty-two he was elected to 
the United States Senate, but was re­ 
fused his seat because he was not a cit­ 
izen of America. 
He reigned longer 
than any other Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, and was one of the ablest finan­ 
ciers of our. history. 
Gallatin's suc­ 
cessor, George Campbell, of Tennessee, 
was a Princeton graduate. 
Richard 
Rush graduated at Princeton. 
Roger 
B. Taney, whom Jackson appointed to 
rf move the deposits, was educated at 
Dickinson College, 
and Levi Wood­ 
bury went to school at Dartmouth. 
The eldct Ewing, whose daughter mar- 
tied General Sherman while he was in 
the cabinet, graduated at the little col­
